Curcaco, July, 10.—At 8 o’clock to-day 
General Master Workman Sovereign was en- 
gaged in writing an ofMcial order which will 
call out to-morrow every member of the 
Knights of Labor in the United States. 

»The present industrial crisis,“ said Mr. 
Bovereign, ‘‘demands drastic measures. 
All true laboring men must rally to 
the standard of union lador. This 
action on the part of our organi- 
gation has not been taken without careful 
consideration and we are ready to abide by 
the result. This order will probably affect 
about 1,000,000 men. There are thousands 
of workingmen in the country who have 
been members of our organization, 
but who are not Dow actively. identi- 
Sed. I am confident that such men will 
rally to our standard at this time, Just at 
what hour thisorder will go into efiect to- 
morrow I cannot say, asthe sending out of 
it may be delayed until to-morrow morning. 
But it will go into effect to-morrow unless 
something now unforeseen arises.’’ 

GUARDED BY PINKERTONS. : 

The Pullman Buliding at Michigan avgnue 
and Adams street, the home of the Pullman 
Palace Car Co., as wellas the headquarters 
of Gen. Miles and the Department of the Mis- 
souri, United States Army, is under 
a strong guard of armed men, said 
to be Pinkerton detectives. The big 
building, which is one of the most 
palatial and elegantly furnished in the city, 
Das been under guard ever siuce the begin- 
ming ofthe Pullman strike, Dut within the 
past twenty-four hours the force of detec- | 
tives has been increased three fold. At the 
present time there are five or six of them at 
every entrance of the building, guarding the 

stairways and elevators at every landing. In 
addition to this, they are distributed on all 
the floors and in every office of the Pull- 
man company. A stranger, especially should 
he be not particularly well dressed, is 
g@ccosted upon entering the building and if 
be succeeds in passing the outer guard he is 
stopped every few feet by a guard. They 
ere everywhere and seem to walk out of 
every closetand room in the place. About 
the offices of Second Vice-Presi- 
dent Wickes there are at least 
half a Gozen of the detectives and that 
official never leaves the office unless he Is ac-

THE TRADES UNIONS. 


Pending the beginning of the general 
trades’ strike to-morrow morning a sort of 
armistice prevails. 

All public meetings and similar gatherings 
are suppressed by the police and absolute 
quiet prevails. 

Thus far only the engineers and firemen 
and the printers have declared an intention 
not to join the general strike. 

The Grand-jury is considering the case of 
strike leader Debs this afternoon. The Delief 
is current that he will be arrested to-night. 


TRAINS MOVE. 


Despite the Efferts of a Hob a Meat Train 
Leaves the Steck Yards. 


Crea, July 10.—Armour & Co, moved a 
train of meat cars to-day in spite of a mob 
that gathered along Loomis and Forty- 
seventh streets to oppose the action. Stones 
were thrown and the crowd indulged in 
hooting, but the appearance of a detachment 
of troops put an end to the scene of disorder. 
A train of sixty-five cars loaded by Swift, 
Armour & Morris was sent out this morning 
over the Baltimore & Ohio Line, guarded by 
Deputies. The Stock Yards Switching Co. 
announced that its tracks are clear and that 
all cars sent to it by outside roads can be 
handled. 
Cavalry troops are patrolling Fortieth 
street and the Wabash tracks and make the 
movement of cars possibie in that direction. 
Forthe first time in several days the pack- 
ing - houses did some slaughtering. 

MORE TROOPS ARRIVING. 
Additional United States troops from Fort 
Niobrara, Neb., arrived in the city to-day 
over the Chicago & Northwestern road. 
They went into camp at Western avenue, 
Brighton Fark.

A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK. 

President Egan of the General Managers’ 
Association reports trains moving on all 
roads. Several meat trains were sent out of 
the stock yards last night. Freight dusiness 
s beginning to be resumed. Some of 
the tracks used for freight trains only in the 
yard have not been cleared, but they are 
being cleared rapidly of the obstructions 
thrown across the track last week by the 
rioters. Mr. Egan claimed the outlook this 
morning to be decidedly encouraging. 


COMING IN TO THE STOCK YARDS. 

The receipts atthe yards to-day consisted 
of fifty cattle and 8,000 sheep. 
Six thousand sheep were driven into the 
yards this mofning. They were driven a 
distanee of seventy miles. About’ o’clock 
they reached Ashland avenue and Thirty- 
eighth street where a gang of hoodlums sur- 
rounded te drovers and refused to let them 
go farther. The police were called and scat- 
tered the gang, but the sheep were too 
tired to drive farther and were 
rounded up and left there until morn- 
ing. Tne packers now admit that they are 
short of small meats. sheep, hogs and 
calves, They have an immense quantity of 
dressed beef in their coolers and cars but 
little of anything elise.

Proposed Action of a Federal Judge in 
Colorado. 


Dv, Cole., July 10.—If the Grand-jury 
which will meet at Chicago to-morrow 
should not indict Eugene V. Debs, a warrant 
will be issued from the Federal Court in this 
district for his arrest on a charge of violating 


sec. 10, art. lof the Constitution of the 
United States which provides that no State 
or territory shall make any law Wich will 
impair the obligation of contracts. At- 
torneys here deduce that Debs in ordertag 
the strike attempted to force the impairment 
of certain contracts made between the Pull- 
man company and railroads, and tbat ne 
therefore violated the Constitution of the 
United States. 

A bill has been prepared by a firm of cor- 
poration lawyers which will be placed in the 
hands of United States Attorney Johnson in 
case Debs is not arrested withina few days 
at Chica The fact that Debs has called 
out the Union Pacificandthe Denver 4 Rio 
Grande Rallroad employes here brings him 
within the pale of this district, although he 
at the time may be in another State. 

It brought here for trial the Western Union 
company will be compelled to produee all 
dispatches sent by Debs with a view to show- 
ing that he called upon ail men to quit. 
Judge Hallett does not think there is any 
necessity to bring Debs here, as he is confi- 
dont the Illinois court will want him.

CANNON AND GATLINGS. 


Nearing a Crisis on the Seutherm Pacific 
at Sacramento. 


San Francisco, Cal., July 10.— The crisis at 
Sacramento will be reached in a day or two, 
for United States troops left for that city early 
this Morning. The troops were armed and 
equipped as if they were going out fer a 
campaign that meant much more than a dis- 
play of their forms. The purpose is to move 
trains at all hasards when the regulars reach 
the capital. Some of the strikers have 
deadly weapons and an intention to use 


them, if necessary, to prevent their plans 
from being overcome. 

The regulars will undoubtedly obey orders, 
and the orders will be like those which re- 
sulted in bloodshed and death at Chicago. 
The troops are going prepared for a siege. 
Six foot batteries got themselves in readiness 
last evening to go on board the steamer which 
left the Presidio wharf this morning. Two 
gatling guns, which theartillerymen who are 
going to Sacramento will know how to handle 
were puton the boat. Each man had 200 
rounds ofammiunition which amount signi- 
fied that these troops will. if necessary, doa 
great deal of shooting with their Springflela 
rifles. 

Col. Graham led the force himself. Lieut.- 
Col. Guenter, who is in command at Alca- 
tras, also went to Sacramento. The Presidio 
is to be left in charge of Lieut.-Col. Young, 
who has commana of the cavalry. 

Gen. Ruger took precautions to keep this 
movement of the troops unknown to the 
publicand through Col. Graham, the com- 
mandant of the Presidio, and several officers 
under Geo. Buger, of Col. Graham, were 
aware of the details of what was meditated.

MOBE SOLDIERS. 


An Increase of the Standing Army Urged 
Dy Military Authorities. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—Military au- 
thoritics in Congress contemplate urging at 
an early day an increase of the standing 
army to 30,000. This is wholly independent 
ofthe present strike and of Representative 
Draper’s resolution for an increase of the 
army.
